Dissent a “ Spurious Religion !” 


(From -the London Bewateh,) 


How much our modern apostles dif- 
fer from the ancient ones! ‘The 
founders of Christianity knew no- 
thing Of its necessary dependence 
on State support. They found that 
it could exist and progress without 
any knowledge of national endow- 
ments. Truth was not founded on the 
rock of cash. It managed to main- 
tain and propagate itself by its own 
power and tho holy-zeal with which 
it inspired its voluntary ministers. 


| But we are in the ninteenth cen- 


tury, not in the first or second after 
Christ. From the debate of Monday, 
we ‘learn’on the highest authority 
how] weak spiritual faith is in our 
day Christianity, or rather the 
Church of England variety of it, ean, 
it seems, only go upon crutches. 
It must have its supports of this 
world lent to it by this world’s rulers, 
or woe untoit. Truth to-day must 
contess that it has lost its early re- 
liance upon God and itselt-alone. To be 
sure other shades of the Divine faith 
do mahage notonly to get along in our 
days, but even to shaw considera- 
ble vital power and undying vigour ; 
but, then, these are only the unor- 
thodox beliefs, not the Church doce 
trines stamped for national circula- 
tion with the State mark. The new 
Archbishop of Canterbury,’ better 
known as formerly the active and 
estimable Bishop of London, 1m his 
place in the House of Lords on Mon- 
day night -showed to us clearly and 
unmistakeably how difficult it is even 
for the most. tolerant of Churchmen 
to be Christian in discussing such 
a Bill as that which the people of 
England bave just scent up to the 
Upper House. Touch the shop inter- 
ests of the Church and even such a 
prelate as now, so worthily heads it 
finds himself powerless to speak of 
all other sects save his own, but with 
undisguised contempt. Endowed 
Church and Stato Christianity is the 
one thing needful in the eyes of Can- 
terbury. Why ? Let us “read mark; 
learn‘and inwardly digest,” the archi- 
episcopal wisdom with which the peo- 
ples’ of England, Ireland, Scotland 
and Wales have been just fivoured. 
Church of Trelandism and Charch of 
Englandism are not maintained by 
the free-will offerings of those who 
belong to their. ‘associations. There- 
fore all without theit pale can be 
spoken of but with contumely by. 
their highest representative. -Hear 
what disendowed Christianity of all 
denominations is*when this most ven- 
erable of ecclesiastical trades union- 
ists comes to define it in his defence 
of the greatest iniquity of our times, 
which all leading statesmen, Con- 


_| servatives, Whig and Radical, Con- 


tinental, American, and English uni- 
veraally condemn. This is what Dis- 


-sent.18 in the opinion of the recog-

We know 
of Church of England churches from 
which those who used to attend them 
have been given out by the utter 
mental incompetence or moral un- 
worthiness, the social unpopularity 
or political intolerance, of the min-~ 
ister, in whose appointment the con- 
gregation, off course bad no voice, and 
to dismiss whom it has no compe-~ 
tence. An /indepetdence of the opin- 
10n of churchgoers doubtless is secur- 
ed by making the choice and main- 
tenance of the spiritual teacher scarce- 
ly at all affected by the attachment

well that a deperdence on voluntary 
ism would speedily dispossess hun- 
dreds of English clergymen of the 
pulpits which they occupy as a mat- 
ter of business psber than of fulfill- 
ing the ends for which pulpits exist.
